IRISH LIBRARIANS IN 
CONFERENCE 


ce caine 
HERE were delegates representative of 
the whole of Jre and at the conference 
‘of the Library Association of Irelayd 
which was 0 in the Physics Theatre of 
University College, Dublin, last Saturda 


The lelegates were received by the Pres, 
dent of the College (Dr. D. J. Coffey) and 
the Lord Mayor (Alderman Alfred Byrne. 


The Lord Mayor, having welcomed 
delegates 


a congenial centre for such a gather, 
because it always had been regarded a. a 
city in which learning, culture and the air: 
were accorded a due measure of recognitiv), 
In particular, its libraries and their treasures 
often had been referred to with justifiahle 
pride. 


NEW LIBRARIES 


So much appreciated were the services 
which th- rate-supported institutions unde, 
the municipal county library systems 
rendered here that the Corporation had had 
to make arrangements to extend the systen 
by opening new libraries in the near futur 
at Phibsborou h, Terenure, Fairview aud 
Drumcondra. He was told on trustwort!)y 
authority that in the past year alone thy 
issue of books in the municipal libraries ex. 
ceeded 1,000,000 volumes, a _ sufficiently 
striking index to the extent to which the 
citizens availed of the service. 

Dr. Howley (Vice President of the Asso. 
ciation) thanked Dr. Coffey for the hospitality 
of the College and the Lord Mayor for his 
address. | 

Lieutenant-Colonel J. M. Mitchell (Secye. 
tery, Carnegie United Kingdom Trust), who 
presided at the aerning session, said that he 
was deeply impressed by the general move- 
ment in t days in the direction of cul. 
ture. Children who left school at the age of 
14 or 15 suffered a tremendous handicap 
compared with those who were able to con- 
tinue their education, and the library move. 
ment was a great help to them. 


A NATIONAL SERVICE 


Miss Christina A. Keogh (Librarian, [vis)) 
Central Library for Students, Dublin), in the 
course of a paper on ‘‘A National Library 
Service,” said that twelve years there were 
but four county library schemes in opera. 
tion in the Free State, and one in Northern 
Ireland; and now the scheme had extended 
to twenty-fovr Saorstat libraries and five of 
the six counties. The main ‘dea that per- 
meated the foundation of the Library Associa- 
tion of Ireland was that library workers of 
all grades should co-operate in a sustained 
effort to free the public library service {ror 
the canker that, since very early days, had’ 
been undermining its health and develo. 


ment, and obtain improved facilities for the} . 


public and improved conditions 
workers. t 

It was regrettable to have to admit that 
some authorities were indifferent to the we! 
fare of their libraries. Their present library 
sérvice represented merely the famework of 
public brary provision. If any real pro- 
gress was to be made in the future. she 
suggested that a concentrated effort. should 
be mad3 to prepare the way for a systematic 
scheme whereby every unit now ploughing its 
solitary furrow would take its appropriate 
place and be recognised as a national asset. 
A prime requisite for such a scheme should 
be the preservation of local autonomy. Each 
unit should retain its independent local 
status and be administered under 
local authority as’at present. 


MINISTER'S INTEREST 


The Minister. for Local Government and 
Public Health (Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly) thanked 
Miss Keogh for her paper, and said that he 
had been associated with ‘ibraries and library 
work for a very long time. It was, perhaps. 
due to libraries and library work that he was 
a Minister in this country that day. At one 
time he himself was a librarian, and left 
the library service with great regret. It 
was a wonderful life, and he had never lost 
his interest in library work. In addition to 
other work in his Department, he was in 
terested in libraries. and anything touching 
libraries or librarians that came under his 
attention was always read with the greatest 
possible interest and sympathy. - 

Miss Roisin Walsh (Chief Librarian for 
Dublin) said that it. would have to be re- 
cognised that libraries are definitely a part

“ TRASHY PAPERS ” 


A paper on the subject of “ The Library 
and the Young Folk ' was read by Mr. 
Brian MacGiolla Phadraig, M.A. .(Head- 
master, Central Model Schools). He said 
that, from his own experience and from in. 
formation regsived from other schools, he 
was convinced that boys and girls—especially 
boys—spent far too much time reading 
trashy schoolhoy papers, which filled pupils 
minds with a false picture of life. 

He was opposed to utilising the school as a 
library and the teacher as librarian. as so 
many extraneous duties had already been put 
on the shoulders of teachers. He suggested 
that pupils from fifth standard up should be 
advised to join a library, and that one day a 
week should be set apart for pupils to bring 
their library books and use for silent reading 
during the reading lesson. 


MADRID CONFERENCE 


Mr. K. Povey (Queen's University) pie. 
sided at a later session, at which Miss Roisin 
Walsh (Chief Librarian, Dublin Municipa! 
Libraries) read a paper on ‘‘ Impressions oi 
the International gress of Libraries and 
Bibliography in Madrid,”’ 

In this paper Miss Walsh stated that 35 
comhtries were resented at the Congress 
in Madrid, and delegates were present. 
So far as she knew, Ireland was the only 
country that was not officially represented. 
On the invitation of Dr. Bishop, the Interna. 
tional President, she contributed a paper on 
“The Popular Library in Ireland.” She 
lad also n asked to present a renort on 
library development in Ireland, and had done 
- under the title, '“Irish Libraries, Old and 

ew. 

The Library Association of Ireland was 
not in membership with the International 
Federation; but the President stated tha! 
the committee was so anxious to bring Ire- 
land into the Federation that an individual 
report would be welcomed by the committee, 
and it was indicated that a still warmer wel- 
come would be given to the Library Associa- 
tion of Ireland if it decided to become a 
member.

He, how- 
ever, did the next four holes in 15, winning 
three to turn a critical situation into a win- 
ning position.

Miss Christina A. Keogh (Librarian, Ti 
Central Library for Students, Dublin), in the 
course of a tee on *‘A National Library 
Service,” said that twelve years there were 
but four county library schemes in opera- 
tion in the Free State, and one in Northern 
Ireland; and now the scheme had extended 
to twenty-fovr Saorstat libraries and five oí 
the six counties, The main ‘dea that per- 
meated the foundation of the Library Associa- 
tion of Ireland was that library workers oí 
all grades should co-operate in a sustained 
effort to free the public library service froin 
the canker that, since very early days. had 
been undermining its health and develoy- 
ment, and obtain improved facilities for the 
public and improved conditions for library 
workers, 

It was regrettable to have to admit that 
some authorities were indifferent to the wel 
fare of their libraries. Their present library 
service represented merely the famework of 
public library provision. If any real pro- 
gress was to be made in the future, she 
suggested that a concentrated effort should 
be mad? to prepare the way for a systemati: 
scheme whereby every unit now ploughing its 
solitary furrow would take its appropriate 
place and be recognised as a national asset. 
A prime requisite for such a scheme should 
be the preservation of local autunomy. Fach 
unit should retain its independent loca! 
status and be administered under its own 
local authority as at present. 


MINISTER’S INTEREST

The Minister. íor Local Government and 
Public Health (Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly) thanked 
Miss Keogh for her paper, and said that he 
had been associated with 'ibraries and library 
work for a very long time. It was, perhaps, 
due to libraries and library work that he was 
a Minister in this country that day. At one 
time he himself was a librarian; and left 
the library service with great regret. It 
was a wonderful life. and he had never lost 
his interest in library work. In addition to 
other work in his Department, he was in 
terested in libraries. and anything touching 
libraries or librarians that came under his 
attention was always read with the greatest 
possible interest and sympathy. 

Miss Roisin Walsh (Chief Librarian for 
Dublin) said that it would have to be re- 
cognised that libraries are definitely a part 
of public education of the country—not really 
a luxury service,

“TRASHY PAPERS ” 
A paper on the subject of ‘‘ The Library 


and the Young Folk’’ was read by Mr. 
Brian MacGiolla Phadraig, M.A. (Head.

formation regsived from other schools, he 
was convinced that boys and girls—especially 
boys—spent far too much time reading 
trashy schoolboy papers, which filled pupils

10s.—Bacon, hams, and other cured pigs’ 
meat exported to the Isle of Man, whether 
exported directly from the Saorstat or 
through Britain and Northern Ireland. 

20s.—Bacon, hams, and other cured pigs’ 
meat exported to countries other than 
Britain and Northern Ireland and the Isle 
of Man.

MR. DANIEL N. DUNLOP 
Mr. Daniel Nicho] Dunlop, 0.B.E., the 
founder of the World Power Conference, died 
on Thursday, May 30 last, after a short 
illness. Born in Ayrshire, Scotland, in 1868, 
Mr. Dunlop was for many years prominently 
associated with the electrical manufacturing 
industry. He was the first organising secre-

From Fairview comes the appeal that a 
public protest should be made against the 
renewed use of Fairview Park as a Cor- 
poration refuse dump. A resident writes: 
'“Last year you, Mr. Quidnunc, did the 
citizens a good turn by telling the Cor- 
poration and the City Manager that a 
public park and popular sports ground 
was not the right place in which the dump 
cartloads of waste paper and other refuse.

Ghe Cinzmaphone 


News comes from Los Angeles of an 
invention that will, it is claimed, enable 
the man in the street to linger and watch 
an. excellent cinema show without going 
inside any building. To quote a local 
paper: “ In appearance the cinemaphone 
is an upright black cabinet, six feet high, 
four feet deep and three feet wide, At 
eye-level there is a transparent screen 
twenty-four inches by eahteen. 
from a talkie are thrown into a system of 
mirrors from the special projector. These 
mirrors reflect. the images back and forth 
‘until the desired magnification occurs. 
Then full-sized images are thrown upon 
the screen and are seen by spectators. As 
the machine is automatic, it will run an 
entire bill of entertainment or informa- 
tion practically without attention, accord- 
ing to the inventor. All the mechanism 
is enclosed within the box, which is able 


to stage about two thousand separate 
‘shows’ each week at normal running 
capacity.’ The street “peep show ”’ 


already appeals enormously to the public, 
and is used largely for advertising.

“ Years ago’’—writes a professional 
visitor to Dublin—‘‘I used to yet my 
ordnance maps from Hodges Figyis and 
my Government blue books from Easons, 
and both concerns served me with uniform 
courtesy and efficiency. Now business has 
brought me back to Dubiin, and I am re- 
ferred to the Government’s Publications 
Office for official maps and records. After 
some trouble I discovered an unimposing 
shop in Nassau street bearing the weird 
external superscription of ‘‘ Foillseachain- 
Rialtas,’’ and inside, in a small back room 
at the top of rickety staircases, crowded 
‘racks of maps and no space in which to 
spread them out for inspection. I hasten, 
however, to add that nothing could exceed 
the courteous efforts of the staff to meet 
my requirements. What shocked me was 
that an important public department, with 
an apparently efficient staff, should be 
housed in a building which is neither 
central, commodious, nor in any sense 
suitable for its purpose.”

THE JUBILEE IN HONG 
KONG 


A HUNDRED-YARD LONG 
DRAGON 


(EXTRACT From. A Private LETTEB.) 
HONG KONG, May 9, 1935. 


We have just been celebrating a Jubilee, 
and we are ali *‘ fair worn out,” but full .of 
jubilation. 

Well, to begin at the beginning, the town 
began to fill up last week-end, and by Mon- 
day it seemed as if half the population of 
China had come into the Colony. In the 
meanwhile we spent all day and -every day 
yractising our ‘‘ceremonial  drill.’’ On 
Monday proceedings started with a ‘‘ dragon 
procession ” four miles long, which wandered 
all round the town, and was great fun. 

The great dragon of all (there were five 
altogether) was [OC feet long and pranced 
around, carried by 150 men. There were 
banners and tableaux vivants, and the Mayor 
and Aldermen and 2% Guilds, starting with 
the Fishmongers. 

It started at eleven o clock and went on 
till after seven in the evening. At noon all 
the warships and ferts fired a salute of 
twenty-one guns and the Navy ‘* manned 


ebip.”’ American, French and Portuguese 
naval vessels also jcined in and fired a 
salute. 

In the afternoon we attended a garden 


tarty at the Governors, and at night we 
went out io view the illuminations, The 
whole place was lit up from end to end with 
red, white and blue lights. Aeroplanes flew 
over all, lit up; the searchlights from ships 
and shore, and fireworks, all added to the 
excitement. and it was nearly two before we 
got to bed. 

Next morning I had to be un at five to 
“mo on paradé—a review of all the troops in 
the garrison, in the Happy Valley. It was 
most desperately hot. and we had the distine- 
tion of being the only unit without a man te 
fali out, 

After dinner we wandered out and viewed 
the lights and a firework show put un by the 
Japanese community; and we gate-crashed 
onto the N.Y.K. ship, Asama Maru, to do it. 

After that we went acorss and dancel till 
one. o'clock at the Hong Kong Hotel 
(familiarly known as “ The Grips’). 

Yesterday we rested—that is to say, we 
played tennis in the afternoon, and then 
went out “fo sup and view the lantern 
procession,’’ which was marvellous.

OM the brief reports of continental 

motor races which have appeared in 
the Jrish Times, and from various 
references in these Notes, it will have been 
appreciated that the Alfa Romeos are by 
no means so “ hot ” this year as are the 
German cars, Mercédés-Benz and Auto- 
Union. 

In the three events in which there has 
been serious competition between the lead. 
ing Grand Prix makes, the Monaco Grand 
Prix, the Tripoli Grand Prix and the 
Avusrennen, the honours went to the 
German cars. 

From that it must not be presumed that 
the Alfas are slow. Nuvolari, it will be 
recalled, on the Milan-Brescia autostrada 
a couple of months ago touched 218 m.p.h. 
with the Bimotore Alfa, which is highen 
speed than was recorded on a similar road 
by the Auto-Union earlier in the year, 

The Bimotore, which has two engines, 
is, however, particularly severe on. tyre~ 
as was shown in the Tripoli Grand Prix, 
and when it comes to a road race, where 
conditions are very different from those 
under which a high-speed sprint is un- 
dertaken, the German cars have the 
mastery. 


Faster Alfas 


8 hoe Scuderia Ferrari, which is the 

principal Alfa-Romeo racing team, 
have not been idle, however, and a great 
deal of work is being put in on the cars 
which they will race in events later in the 
‘season. Apart from the Bimotore, which 
is really an experimental job, the other 
cars raced at Monaco and Tripoli were 
makeshift jobs, and we have not yét this 
season seen the genuine 1935 racing Alfas 
in action. 

Possibly this vear we will have a repeti- 
tion, but with different cars, of what took 
place in 1934. In the early stages of last 
vear Alfa-Romeos were making a virtual 
clean sweep of racing trophies, and then, 
in the last two months oi: the season, the 
had an innings, and won 
almost.everything that was worth winning. 

Perhaps the Mercédés supremacy will 
not be so noticeable by September next.

EXT Saturday and Sunday the Twenty-

race.

A New Car 
{= placing upon the market of a new 


make of motor car, particularly when 
it. is of British manufacture, is of such 
importance that one cannot avoid making 
a reference to the fact, even at the risk 
of infringing an important rule never to 
include in these notes, if at all avoidable, 
anything in the nature of an advertising 
puff 

The new car is the Brough Superior, 
and, while that title may convey very 
little to some motorists, to any who have 
been associated with the pastime of motor 
cycling it means very much, indeed. The 
Brough Superior has been known for 
many years as “ the Rolls Royce of motor 
cycles.’ 

Built by George Brough, an enthusiastic 
rider, it was produced with a view to per- 
formance rather than price. I don’t think 
it will be disputed that the Brough 
Superior was the obvious machine for the 
man who wanted the best and was pre- 
pared to pav for it. 

The new Brough Superior car is, like 
the motor cycle, a machine for those who 
can afford to pay for their fancy. In 
England it costs £695: in the Free State 
probably the price would be nearer £900.

It is claimed 
to have comfort and quietness, and to be 
changeable in a few seconds from a perfect 
open, tourer into a faultless town carriage.

MR. CONNOLLY ON 
AN “OPEN DOOR”

“We claim that we can look back on the 
last three years with a feeling that national 
progress has been made, and that. the lines 
on which we sought your support have been 
followed,’’ said Senator Connolly, Minister 
for Lands, at meetings held at Clonfert and 
Eyrecourt to-day. Reais 

Let it be kept in mind, he said, that the 
fundamental basis of that great movement 
was the complete independence of the 
country, the establishment ot the Republic 
and the resioration of the unity that existed 
in 1915. ‘That insistence on the country’s 
right to complete freedom stood clear and 
supreme above all other issues. It was some- 
thing on which, in spite of interference or 
atiacks—polishen! or economic—they could not 
vield. There were those who would say 
that they had yielded and those who would 
say that, by the acceptance of freedom 
within the Commonwealth, they could escape 
the economic disabilities which the imperial 
forces were impos'ng. 

They believed in the democratic right cf 
the people to decide the form of govern- 
ment under which they would live. They 
believect that the Irish people did not want, 
and would not have, anything in the way 
of dictatorship, whether it sprang from the 
right or left. 


They had emerged from the tragedy of a | 


civil war, mancuvred by a foreign enemy, 
which had caused a split in the ranks of 
those who had worked together in the Re- 
publican independence movement. The after- 
math of that civil war still was with them, 
and, if they were to make progress towards 
national independence and national well- 
being, the memories of it must be buried 
and forgotten and national unity restored. 


TO RE-MOULD THE 
MACHINE 


Their position in entering the Dail andl 
Senate was made clear. They realised that, 
to do anything in their time towards the 
securing of independence, it was necessary to 
go in, get told of the machinery for Govern- 
ment and, having done so, re-mould that 
machine to make it, in effect, the same 
governmental system that had been conceived 
and put into operation in 1918. It had re- 
quired considerable moral courage to take 
that step; for they ran the danger of being 
misinterpreted and misunderstood by their 
friends and enemies. But what was the 
alternative? Were they to stay out in the 
wilderness allowing government to go on by 
default, or were they to work out a policy 
which would enable the country to use the 
ballot box to take over government and build 
it to meet the needs of the people in their 
national, social and economic aspirations? 
That was the issue to-day. 

"I want to ask those who argue that we 
have departed from our policy of the indepen- 
dent Republic to point to one issue in which 
we have been involved with Britain and on 
which we have yielded or compromised the 
national position. Do our so-called extremists 
believe that we should preserve democratic 
institutions and a form of parliamentary 
government, or do they believe that a new 
civil war ought to be created whereby a 
system of internal force should be exercised 
by a minority to override the authority 
elected by the majority ? 


“THE WAY IS CLEAR ” 

“Tt is no good pointing to 1916, for the 
simple reason that there is no —_— In 
1916 we had a military and administrative 
force that was entirely directed by a foreign 
Government. To-day any party that can 
succeed in convincing the people of the 
wisdom of their policy can secure election, 
and the entire forces of the Government will 
be under their control. Allowing for the 
objection that did exist prior to entering the 
Oireachtas whilst there was an Uath of 
Allegiance and a Constitution repugnant to 
the principles of extreme Republicans, will 
the latter admit that these obstacles have 
been removed? 

“Let them even blame us for entering the 
Dail; let them accuse us of surrendering 
principle for going into the Dail under the 
conditions then prevailing. We make no 
apology for so doing; but, even accepting 
the blame, will they at least admit that we 
have removed these obstacles for all time, 
and that the obstacles which we had to face 
are no longer there?

None of them liked the dole--the Govern- 
ment that provided it nor the people who 
received it, but the daesiphoyaa must be 
cared for until there was work for them. 
That was why they had the Unemployment 
Assistance and Unemployment Insurance 
Acts, and that was why they had introduced 
a Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions Bill, and 
safeguarded the old age pensions provisions. 

Senator Connolly went on to deal with the 
activities of his department, and gave par- 
ticulars of the Land Commission’s task of 
dividing land, He said that their policy of 
breaking up the big ranches and providing 
working farms for families was going on 
rapidly. He wag satisfied that their progress 
would be maintained. 


THE GAELTACHT 
For Gaeltacht housing. £400,000 had been 


made available in the three years ended 
March 31 last; they had tackled the problem 
of migration from the Gaeltacht. The settle- 
ment in Meath necessarily was in the nature 
of an experiment, but already they were con- 
fident of its success, and an addition was 
proposed in the near future. Proceedings 
were in progress for the early acquisition of 
land at Kilbride for this purpose, while a 
more ambitious undertaking was in progress 
for the acquisition of another settlement in 
Meath, where provision could be made for 
about 60 additional emigrants. They had 
made a good beginning, but it was only the 
| beginning. “By their migration schemes, they 
had every hope that the pressing problems 
of the Gaeltacht. would be solved. 


NO SECRETS 


“In spite of #11 the attacks from rif#ht and 
left, the people of Ireland knaw where we 
stand,” said Senator Connolly. ‘*There is 
no secret diplomacy, no sécret agreements 
with land annuities, or otherwise. We accept 
democratic government and believe that the 
people of the country alone have the right, 
or the power, to vest their authority in their 
selected Government. i 

“We do not believe the people of this 
country want us to surrender our definite 
national rights. whether 1t involves our right 
to complete independence or our right to the 
moneys which we hold from Britain. 
Our opponents may argue that we 
should pay a five million a year 
tinge « to Britain or, accept a position 
in the Imperial Commonwealth, as Mr. 
MacDermot and the United Ireland Party 
would have us do. We do not propose to 
surrender on these “issues, and if the Irish 
people want to surrender on them, then ‘they 
will have to get a different.Government to do 
it, for, definitely, we will not.” 


DRIVE OUT THE BULLOCKS 


Mr. Frank Aiken, at Williamstown, said 
that in these days the real patriot was the 
man who stood behind the Government and 
did his part to make the country free 
economically.. There was no use shouting 
political cries if their country was dependent 
on another nation for the essentials of life. 
Their aim was not a Republic in name, but 
a Republic that would be so strong economic- 
ally and industrially that the ideal of freedom 
which always had been the aim of every Irish 
p patriot would be realised. The policy of the 
Government was to provide for the thirty 
thousand young men who, under the régime 
of their predecessors, left the country every 
year. The Government intended to drive out 
the bullocks and allow the people to return 
to the land. They also had endeavoured to 
give the farmers the whole home market, 
with the result that the prices they were 
getting for wheat. butter, eggs, snd bacon 
were better than the prices in the rest of the 
world, or what they would have got under 
the old free trade policy. 

Speaking at Cultra, Senator Quirke said 
thet the financial position of the State was 
sounder now than it had been for centuries. 


CALAMITOUS DROP IN 
PRICES

“We are keeping both the money and the 
people at home, and are feeding and pening 
them better than they were ever clothe 
or fed before in the whole course of Irish 
history.”’

The explanatory memoranda indicate 
exactly what the Budget proposals in re- 
spect to certain items as implemented by the 
Finance Bill really mean to the trader or per- 
sons interested in these items.

ARTICLES FOR TABLE USE 


The duty at the rate of 15 per cent. ad- 
valorem, full (10 per cent. ad valorem, prefer- 
ential). on knives, knife sharpeners, forks, 
spoons and tongs of a kind su:table for table 
use, and component parts thereof, is re- 
pealed. By Emergency Order No. 64 a duty 
at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, flat, 
was imposed on certain types of cutlery. A 
licensing provision is attached to that duty. 
In addition to this duty of 25: cent. ad 
valorem, a duty at the rate of 75 per cent. 
ad valorem (with a preferential rate of 50 
per cent.) is imposed on the classes of cut- 
lery already liable to the 25 per cent. ad- 
valorem rate. A licensing provision is also 
attached to the 75 per cent. (ad valorem) - 
rate. The net effect of the provisions is that 
the classes of cutlery now lable to duty are 
liable to 25 per cent. ad valorem plus 75 per 
cent. ad valorem, or to 25 per cent. ad 
valorem plus 50 per cent. ad valorem, with 
a ‘licensing provision operative in respect of 
each duty. Tongs and knife sharpeners, which 
are not. steels are not now subject to duty. 

The lability to duty at the rate of. 30 per 
cent. ad valorem, full (20 per cent. ad 
valorem preferential) on cuff links, cuff studs, 
hinge pins, ear-rings, and component parts 
made ot brass, bronze or gunmetal, is 
terminated. The necessity for this duty no 
longer exists. 

Felting and felting substitutes. for use as 
roofing materials or as a damp course were 
liable to duty at the rate of 374 per cent. ad 
valorem full.

THE MENACE OF 
COMMUNISM . 
DR. WALL ON NEED FOR. 
MORAL COURAGE 


HE fourth annual Convention of the 
Catholic Young Men's..S8eciety of 
Ireland was opened on Saturday after- 

noon in the Gresham Hotel; Dublin. = 

There was a large attendance of delegates. 
The Most Rev. Dr. Wall, Bishop of Thasos, 
and the Lord Mayor of Dublin (Alderman A. 
Byrne, T.D.) were present, and Mr. E. G. 
Riordan (President) occupied the chair. 

The Lord Mayor welcomed the delegates, 
and said that he hoped that the Convention 
would meet with the same success as had 
up to now attended their efforts. If it were 
not. for the work of this Society and the other 
organisations of Catholic Action there was an 
element in the country that would do harm. 
He referred to.Communism. There was no 
use in closing their eyes to the fact that there 
were a few people in this country who would 
sow the seeds of Communism. While a great 
body like theirs was active that seed would 
never blossom here or bear fruit. 


A SPECIAL APPEAL | 
The Most Rev. Dr. Wall, Bishop of Thasos, 


in declaring the Convention open, said tl.at 
the aspect of their work that had a special | 
appeal for him was their efforts to mw 4 

moral courage among our people. The Iris 

had always been remarkable for physical 
courage; they proved themselves on many a 
gory battlefield, but he was afraid that they 
could not make the same claim to universal 
moral courage. . Their Society was endeavour- 
ing to develop moral courage among their 
people, and at no time in the Christian era 
was moral courage more needed than it was 
in the present century. 

Everywhere they found attacks made on 
religion and morality, and much carping at 
the official exponents of the doctrines of the 
Church. Such attacks were made in books, in 
a section of the foreign Press, and frequently 
at social gatherings, where it should not be 
expected. If such attacks were allowed to go 
unchallenged inevitably their people would 
lose their finer sense on these points and drift 
away from the true beliefs on faith and 
morality, as had happened in many Catholic 
countries, - 

People apologised for inactivity in these 
matters by saying that a chivalrous ideal of 
politeness prevented them from: contradicting, 
or that they were concerned with thew own 
sanctity; but perhaps the real reason was 
that many Catholics had not an accurate 
knowledge of the principles of the Church 
in relation to the moral aspect of social 
questions. It was for this reason that many 
social shibboleths gained acceptance which 
would not be sanctioned by a well-informed 
Catholic population. For this reason he 
thought their grandest work was being done 
in their study circles, and he appealed to 
them to continue this good work. 


ESSENTIAL OBJECT 


The Right Rev. Monsignor Waters, V.G., 
P.P., Director-General, in his second annual 
address welcomed those present, and said 


‘| that they had struck their roots deep in many ; 


a parish in which the name of the Catholic 
Young Men’s Society was unknown twelve 
months ago. They had a long way to go 
before they acquired a legitimate influence 
on public opinion, because, though they had 
thousands of members, they were still a mere 
handful of the population, with httle in- 
fluence on the minds of their countrymen as 
a whole. i 
Their essential object was Catholic Action. 
It was false and unjust to describe them as 
a number of clubs in which young men found 
some mild, innocent amusement and protec- 
tion from the evils of the streets. 
They were a society organised for Catholic 
Action under the sanction of the Irish 
hierarchy, they were lay apostles, and no one 
could afford to look down on them as long as 
they were faithful to their lefty calling. 
Reports from various branches showed that, 


although many ot the study circles were new 
good work and were. éngaged on the close 
study of the Papal teachings. their members 
generally were not so keen on this side of | 
work in 


the preparation as their future | 
parishes demanded. He wished to impress 
all members of their society, and 


upon 
cepoeialle upon the chaplains, that to master 
Catholic social teaching was a most essential 
part of their work. — 

The President (Mr. Riordan) thanked Dr. 
Wall, who brought the best wishes of His 
Grace the Archbishop of Dublin, and the 
Lord Mayor for their attendance. Referring 
to the importance of social study circles, he 
said that they were summoned by the Irish 
Hierarchy to take a leading part in Catholic 
Aetion, and Catholic Action signified religious, 
social ard economic activities. 

He would not refer to party politics, but 
they should be able to examine legislation 
to see that it conformed to Catholic principles. 
The Central Committee considered it their 
duty, on occasion, to approach the Govern- 
ment in regard to some questions on which 
legislation was proposed. He urged the Con- 
vention to aim at having a branch in every 


parish, | 
STEADY PROGRESS 


Mr. John Costello. (Hon. General Secre 
tary) in his report stated that if the present 
rate of progress was maintained, it would be 
safe to assume that the Catholic Young 
Men's Society would become the strongest 
lay organisation in Ireland. At the last con. 
vention 28 branches, approximating to a 
membership of 4,000 were affiliated. Since 
then eighteen existing branches had been 
affiliated and eighteen new branches had 
been formed, making 61 branches Satis- 
factory as that might be, the big question 
of organisation of all Catholie men in a 
society under the direct control of the Church 
had yet to be faced, and a tremendous field 
had yet to be explored before they could 
regard the country as organised, 

Last year they had only one Diocesan 
Council—-that of the Diocese of Ossory. 
Since the last convention another had been 
formed in the Diocese of Ross, which was 
already 100 per cent. efficient. A further 
diocesan council was about to be formed in 
Cloyne. 

Of the 61 affiliated branches, 23 had formed 
study circles. Lectures, the report said, were 
part of the Society’s work second only to its 
spiritual character. They helped the develop- 
ment by debating societies and study circles. 


COMMUNIST ACTIVITIES 
He said that he did not propose to deal at 


length with the activities of Communist 
organisations, but it should not be supposed 
that they believed the Communist agents 
were no longer active, because they knew 
that that was not the case. They were still 
working according to plan. ‘Their aim 
at the moment was to unite what they 
termed revolutionary groups and. to 
obtain a grip on as many members and 
officials of the trade unions as possible. They 
were doing their utmost to promote class 
warfare, because that was the trump card 
of the revolutionary. 

They had a direct interest in the promotion 
of strikes. During the recent transport 
strike in Dublin the men who were on strike 
informed the Communist agitators, in un- 
mistakable terms, that they were well able 
to look after their own affairs, without any 
inspiration from Russia. - 

Their Society asked the members to pre- 
vent the activities of Communist agents in 
their districts, and also the distribution of 
Communist literature. |

Society in the Parish,” spoke of the 
educational vocation of the society. The 
C.Y¥.M.S.._ needed. he said. at this 
stage of its development, writers, more 


than anything else, to explain its character 
and purpose to men who did not yet under- 
stand its mission. The solution of the social 
problems of to-day began in the rural 
parishes. Members of their parish branches 
should establish guilds, each guild to be a 
vocational group. Non-Catholics would not 
be excluded, as the aim would be a compre- 
hensive enrolment of all who earned a liveli« 
hood from a particular industry. 

The Rev. D. Crowley, Clonakilty, proposing 
a vote of thanks to Mr. French, said that 
the excesses of both Communism and 
Capitalism were due to erroneous ideas and 
a wrong outlook on life. The idea behind 
the system in operation in Eastern Europe 


to-day was individualism, started, un- 
fortunately, in religious affairs, put into 
practice in economics and _ philosophic 


thought, and resulting in rationalism or Com- 
munism,

THE FUTURE 

The Right Rev. Monsignor Lyons, P.P., 
V.G., Drogheda, whose address on ‘ The 
C.Y.M.S. and the Future’’ was broadcast, 
said that if they were to lead they must 
learn, because knowledge was power. They 
were not a reading people: the newspapers 
were their chief literary provender. Let 
them get back to their books and let them 
read, not haphazardly, but to a definite pur- 
pose, 

Urging the adoption of the drama as a& 
cultural agent, Monsignor Lyons said that 
they should take up the róie played by the 
Church in the Middle Ages. The young men 
of the C.Y.M.S. should revive, and remodel, 
some of the old mystery plays, or even pro- 
duce new ones suited to modern needs. 

n our time, he said, the wind of attack 

on the Chureh had veered. No longer were 
the attacks from the Protestant sects of any 
account. A more deadly, more insidious 
and more skilfully organised onslaught had 
been launched. . It was against God; against 
all religion. Communism, once an extrava- 
gant and fantastic social theory, was now 
a religion, or an organised anti-religion. To 
resist this impudent attack on God the young 
men of the Catholic Church were called 
upon. This important function of the 
C.Y.M.S. constifuted them a vigilance 
society : They were the scouts, the intelli- 
gence officers of God and his Church. 
Referring to what he described as the 
rowing abuse of the dance hall nuisance, 
Mons. Lyons said that these were springing 
np everywhere, even in the remotest and 
most secluded parts of the country, and were 
fast assuming the proportions of a plague. 
Their boys and nickle were invited to come 
into the unhealthy atmosphere of these ram- 
Shackle erections, and to run the imminent 
and frequently present risk of losing their 
purity of heart and soul. 
_ Great advantages would accrue from link- 
ing up and co-ordinating all Catholic activi- 
ties. A federation of existing Catholic 
societies, with a resultant Supreme Council of 
Catholic Action, would. it was felt by many, 
obviate much waste of energy. It was a 
difficult operation, and only tact, skill and 
leadership, amounting almost to genius, 
would, compass it successfully. The autonomy 
and interests of each society must be pre- 
served and safeguarded. The composition, 
powers, and functions of the Central Board 
must be thought out and formulated with 
extraordinary prudence. ; 

Politics must be rigorously ed from 
the C.Y.M.S: Men of all po 1 shades 
must be free to enter and have the assurance 
that their political susceptibilities were safe 
from being wounded within its precincts,

Since the insurgents of Easter Week, 
1916, raised the standard of the Irish 
Republic over the General Post Office in 
Dublin, the concept of a Republic in this 
country has undergone some curious 
changes. We have had Republics in every 
shape. and form—Republics in being, Re- 
publics in the clouds, workers’ Republics, 
and capitalists’ Republics, Republics, as 
it were, 
coloured.

It was left to General O’ Duffy, 
however, to out-Republic them all. On 
Saturday he addressed a delegates’ ‘meet- 
ing of the League of Youth—popularly 
known as the Blue Shirts—in the Dublin 


large body of young men the outlines of a 
new policy. Its basis is a corporative 
Republic. Apparently, our Irish Duce 
will contest the next general election at 
the head of his remaining: Blue Shirts, 
and, if he is successful, he will proceed to 
the declaration of an Irish Republic. The 
gallant general will not be embarrassed 
by any such trifles as the Treaty, or even 
as Document No. 2. He will proclaim a 
full-blooded Republic for the thirty-two 
| counties de jure, and then, unless in the 
meanwhile he can persuade the Orange 
Order to espouse his corporative theories, 
he will administer a de facto Republic in 
the Free State area, It seems now that 
General O'Duffy has been a confirmed 
Republican all the time. While he was 
leading the Free State forces against the 
“irregulars ” during the Civil War, and 
afterwards, while he was Chief Commis- 
sioner of the Free State Civic Guards, he 
never forgot that “the people decided 
overwhelmingly for a Republic ” in 1918. 
Until that decision is reversed, declares 
General O’Duffy, the Republic will remain 
the .symbol of Irish independence. 
Admittedly, the rather hazy idealism of 
Pearse’s Republic will be difficult to trace 
in the  general’s organised 
corporative State, whose only begetter is 
Benito Mussolini; but the thing that 
matters is that yet another type of Irish 
Republic has arrived. 

By a remarkable metamorphosis, there- 
fore, the Blue Shirts, led by General 
O’ Duffy, find themselves now in virtually 


carefully 


the same camp as the Irish Republican 
Army. The only difference of aim is that, 
whereas the latter demands a _ republic 
without any particular trimmings, the 
Blue Shirts’ object is a corporative State. 
The change in outlook will be symbolised 
by the wearing of green, instead of black, 
ties—we wonder who is responsible for the 
new colour scheme—and the discarding of 
the rather ‘attractive béret in favour of a 
volunteer’s slouch hat. It is difficult to 


| take General O'Duffy quite seriously ; but 


there is no doubt that he is making a bold 
bid to out-manceuvre President de Valera. 
He even goes so far as to upbraid the 
President for his undue solicitude for 
Britain’s security, alleging that Mr. de 
Valera has been led down the “ slippery 
slope ’’ by Mt. Frank MacDermot, What 
right had the President to assure the 
British Government that this country 
never would be used as a base of hostile 
operations by a foreign Power? Who gave 
him a mandate for such a statement? 
General O’Duffy takes the traditional view 
that England’s difficulty is 
opportunity; and in pursuit of 
corporative Republic he will be prepared 
to adopt every means at his disposal— 
including, presumably, the assistance of 
any foreign nation that may happen to be 
at war with Great Britain. The leaders 
of the Irish Republican Army will rub 
their eyes when they read this pronounce- 
ment. ‘‘Is Saul also among the prophets ?’’ 
they will ask ; and can it be possible that 
the man who only a short time ago was 
President of the United Ireland organisa- 
tion is responsible for such wild words? 
The whole performance would be funny, 
but for the fact that there was a large 
gathering of respectable young men at 
Saturday's meeting in the Mansion House, 
and that General O'Duffy continues to 
enjoy high prestige among them. In these 
circumstances, the General’s policy not 
only js not funny, but it seems to us to be 
highly dangerous. 

President de Valera has. declared that 
he will not proclaim any kind of Republic

during the life-time of the present Dáil. 


At the next general clection, therefore, we 


may expect to see some feverish bidding 


between him and General O'Duffy. It is 
all very tragic, in view of the condition 
into which the unhappy country is being

office, more than three years ago, President 
de Valera seems to have learned nothing 
and forgotten nothing. His recent 
speeches in the by-election campaign in 
County Dublin indicate that he is just 
as implacable as ever he was; and now 
that General’ O'Duffy has decided to 
challenge him on his own ground, the out- 


look is bleak, Both the President 
and General Q’Duffy invoke the “ will of 
the people” in support of their 


Republican plans, and, ignoring the fact 
that the Treaty was ratified af two genera! 
elections, profess to believe that the 
electorate is pining for complete separation 
from the Commonwealth. The people will 
have a chance at the forthcoming 
by-elections in County Dublin and Galway 
to express their opinions; for, whatever 
attempts may be made to obscure it, the 
real issue will be precisely this point. A 
decisive defeat for the Government can- 
didates would be the best possible answer 
to all this woolly talk about Republics. 
The farmers, who in both constituencies 
probably will turn the scale, ought to 
realise that under a Republican Con- 
stitution, whether it be of the de Valera 
or the O’Duffy brand, their present 
condition would become infinitely worse. 
The United Ireland Party takes its stand | 
on a policy of realism, recognising the 
enormous advantages of the Common- 
wealth connection; and for that reason it 
ought to command the support of every 
thoughtful citizen of the Saorstét. 
Personalities ought to play no part in the 
elections. The fact that President de 
Valera is a charming man does not alter 
the fact that he is pursuing a ruinous 
policy. General O’Duffy’s emergence as a 
“now or never’’ Republican will force 
the President, whether he likes it or not, 
to follow that policy to its calamitous con- 
clusion ; and, if this fact is kept before the 
minds of the electors, we believe that they 


will call a halt.

The Abyssinian Question 


Not so long ago there was reason to 
believe that the League of Nations, under 
the influence of Mr. Anthony Eden, had 
contrived to relax the tension between Italy 
and Abyssinia, and terms actually were 
drawn up for a mutual settlement of their 
difficulties.

It is casy 
enough to understand Signor Mussolini's 
logic in regard to Abyssinia: he desires a 
share of Abyssinian territory, and, if he 
can obtain it by force—at the same time 
throwing the war-guilt upon the Abys- 
sinians—he will get what he wants with 
the least possible difficulty. It is less easy 
to comprehend his new attitude towards 
Great Britain. His recent speeches have 
been even less bitter against the Abys- 
sinians than against the British Govern- 
ment, which is accused of all kinds of 
anti-Italian conduct; and the Giornale 
d’ltalia, which is regarded generally as a 
mouthpiece for (he Duce, is crammed 
daily with curious allegations. One of its 
charges is that Colonel Clifford, of the 
Anglo-Ethiopian Delimitation Commis- 
sion, had stated that Abyssinia wished to 
become a Protectorate of Great Britain 
for a period of twenty-five years. Another 
is that British, armoured cars are being 
concentrated on the southern border of

Science Makes Amends 


Hopeful crowds are attending an exhi- 
bition at the London Science Museum. It 
is devoted to “ noise abatement ’’—to the 
conquest of the chief curse of the age. 
With charts the visitors are told what 
measure of injury noise does to health and 
to the output of labour. Appliances for 
the softening of noise are shown. A man 
of science tells us that a sound becomes a 
noise when it is not wanted; that sounds 
are not. hurtful when they are enjoyed. 
To the blacksmith, the ring of the hammer 
on the anvil is sweet music; to his 
studious neighbour it is torture. Most of 
the sounds with which civilisation has 
filled the air are unwanted. The throb of 
motors, the heavy rattle of tramcars, the 
clatter of heavy traffic, the staccato 
thunder of the electric drill, to say 
nothing of innumerable petty machines, 
such as typewriters—who has desired this 
din? The modern townsman, when he 
arrives in the quiet country, feels the 
stillness about him like cool waters, and 
only then realises that he has-been living 
ceaselessly in irritation, He errs when he 
supposes that he is inured to noise. He 
has grown sufficiently accustomed to the 
hurtling of great vehicles noisily past his 
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unoccupied hour of 


windows to be able to work through the 
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loud hours, He does not spend wakeful. : 
nights—or so he supposes., The truth is, | .. ._ 
howeve®, that noise is taking its toll from | “ 


nervous strength even when the mind does 
not advert to the body’s mute suffering. 
Modern man, in the noisy zones, never 
wholly rests. Progress, like Macbeth, has 
murdered sleep. The exhibition in London, 
therefore, is concerned with a problem of 
tremendous. importance to the race. If 
science can discover means to soften the 
blows of noise which fall incessantly 
on the human system, it will confer 
a blessing which it owes to mankind ; for 
is it not science that has thrown the roar- 
ing aeroplane into our skies and set the 
bellowing loud-speaker in our streets? 
Meanwhile, harassed humanity has one 
resource that is used too little—politeness. 
Of the noises which frateh hourly upon 
us, 2 big part we owe to our neighbours’ 
lack of consideration. The motorist who 
halts for some minutes at the cross-roads 
and rudely leaves his engine running ; the 
cinematograph manager who turns his 
radio trumpets on the strects—these, and 
others whom it might be impolite to 
specify—make the noisy age noisier than 
it need be through crass discourtesy. 


Reading Habits 


It is certain that in no previous age 
did men and women spend so much of. 
their time in reading as they do at 
present. Books no longer are used sdlely 
for the information they may give, but to 
satisfy a habit of reading which has 
asserted itself so strongly that it will not 
be denied. 
almost a necessary part of our lives; we 
are inclined to fall back upon it at every 
the day, - and 
we cannot obtain 
it. It is an unfortunate fact. 
however, that the quality of what 
we read has tended to decrease as its 
quantity grows. Nowadays, although 
hooks and periodicals are pouring out 
upon us in a gigantic and ever-growing 
stream, there is so much inferior matter 
that we are in some danger of forgetting 
that books do not exist oniy to pass the 
time for us. At the Conference of the 
Irish Library Association on Saturday 
one. of the speakers pointed out that the 
boys and girls of to-day are spending far 
too much of their time on worthless fiction, 
and there is no doubt that many of the 
books they read not only give them quite 
a wrong impression of life, but lay the 
foundation for a definitely bad habit. 


are miserable if 


Most fiction is harmless enough in itself, i 
but there. is a need for the reading of 


serious books as well, and the good habit 
can be formed almost as easily as the bad. 
At the present time much attention is 
being paid to the development of our 
libraries, but, although such work is of 
great value, it will lose its full effect 
unless young people are encouraged to 
make use of the books in them. Children 
have a natural thirst for knowledge which 
too often is undeveloped, and, by the time 
they grow up, many of them either have 
lost it or are ignorant of the means to 
satisfy it. If a little more attention were 
paid to this need by the schools there 
might be less grounds for complaint that 
our reading habits are so indiscriminate.

“The order issued carly in the year—that 
in all infant schools under the Free State 
National Board all subjects should be taught 


through the medium of Irish—gave the Com: 
mittee much and serious thought. 


Having 
failed to secure a united effort on the part of 
all the. Protestant .Churches, the Committee 
authorised the Convener to negotiate for the 
schools under Presbyterian management. 
Having communicated with and obtained from 
the Free ‘State Presbyveries expressions of 
their views, he succeeded in negotiating a 
programme which is reasonable and workable, 
and this he communicated in a circular to 
all the Presbyteries concerned. 

The ditficulty of securing suitable text-
